The city of Newark awoke 
this 


morning to find that during Thurs- 
day night it had been visited by one 
of .the heaviest sleet and snow storms 
since 1911, when practically the en- 
tire- state of Ohio was deluged with 
snow. 


Late last night

storm .was in progress and as the 
mercury rose, it 
turned to snow.

'Director W. C. Christian arose early, 
ordered out four city plows to clean 
the walks, and' then proceeded to 
clean his own walk. 


"There is no law against the citi- 


zens cleaning their own walks," the 
director 
said 
this 
morning.

for not having more plows out, or 
trjring to haul the 
snow 
off 
the 
streets, lack of money in the street 
fund. 
Lt'At present there is 85 cents in

ward Bagdad.

British forces have captured El Ar- 
ish, in Egypt, on the Mediterranean 
90 miles east of the Suez canal. 


Little has been heard from the 


Egyptian operations for some time, 
but the British are known to have 
been making1 somewhat 
elaborate 


preparations to protect the canal re- 
gion from further incursions such as 
that of last summer, and their de- 
fensive lines have 'been pushed .far 
out on the Sinai peninsula. Appar- 
ently there has been a recent effort 
still further to extend the defensive 
zone in which the capture of El Ar- 
isha constitutes an important devel- 
opment. 


The taking of El 
Arisha 
estab- 


lishes the British front at this point 
well toward the border of Palestine 
and marks the furtherest eastward 
penetration "by British forces in this 
area, since the Turkish raids began. 
El Arisha has been the object pre- 
viously of attacks by British avia- 
tors arid warships and last May a 
combined naval and air raid on the 
place was reported to have destroy-- 
ed the fortifications.
